He referred to only so far 
as the Coopers’ association was con- 
cerned, not knowing what the Knights 
of Labor, with whom the label question 
principally lies, would do.

A fire which broke outin the stave 
factory of Robert Glover & Sons at 
Vincennes, Ind., on June 5 destroyed 
the main building with its contents. 
The loss was $12,000 and the insurance 
$8,500. The fire was caused by an ac- 
cident. 


The Northwestern Bbl. Co. has all 
except one piece of its new machinery 
in a now, and it works excel- 
lently. For head hoops, the shop is 
using iron truss poces. having found 
that wooden hoo y wear become 
uneven in size and are the cause of de- 
fective packages. During last week 
the company had a ter demand 
for barrels than it could fill, and pur- 
chased a considerable quantity of oth- 
er shops. 


‘Fhe manufacture of barrels last week 
shot ahead of the sales, the latter be- 
ing nearly stationary, and the result 
was that about 10,000 packages went 
into store. A calm must consequently 
come to allow the sales to catch up, 
and it would seem that it was al y 
in force. With two or three excep- 
tions, the shops are running slack, and 
there will doubtless be a material de- 
cline in the make of barrels for the 
week.

An almost total lack of demand con- 
tinues the predominating feature of 








the Minneapolis berrel stock market.

Many of these institu- 
tions also have a goodly stock of bar- 
rels in store,as well as staves and 
heading, and they do not possess the 
capital with which to buy without first 
disposing of their accumulated work.

Elm 
staves are offered at 11@l11}c by repu- 
table dealers, though some shops state 
that elm which they have got at lic 
was of an inferior quality. There is 
no change in the price of heading from 
4kc per set. Shaved hoops are really 
the only class of stock in demand, and 
are held quite stiff by dealers. Our 
quotations, $7.25@7.50, cover the most 
sales made at present. The receipts 
of stock continue light and consist 
mostly of that bought some time ago. 
The receipts last week were 25 cars, 
divided as follows : Oak staves, 6 cars ; 
elm staves, 7; heading, 4; shaved 
hoops, 8.

Before the inter-state law went into 
effect, the rate on cooperage and coop- 
ers’ stock from Chica; was 22ic a 
hundred to Kansas City, and 25c to 
Omaha; now it is 50c to all Missouri 
river points. The shippers of Chi 
are petitioning the inter-state commis- 
sion to so modify the classification as 
to restore the old rates, and likewise 
fix the minimum car load lot at 10,000 
pounds, says the Northwestern Lwmber- 
man. ‘This, it is thought, will restore 
the trade that the Chicago coopers 
and dealers once enjoyed with the 
Missouri river towns. As it is the 
Fort Scott & Gulf railroad is liable to 
pour a flood of staves from the south 
into the Missouri towns at such low 
prices that the packers will put up 
their shops and manufacture their own 
barrels and tierces, which would cut 
off much of the trade from this direc- 
tion. The argument of the coopers 
and dealers brought to bear on the 
commission is one ostensibly for the 
benefit of the railroads. It is to the 
effect that the existing onerous rate 
will deprive the Chi roads of a 
large amount of freight westward, 
whereas the old rates would secure 
such roads a perpetuation of profita- 
ble business in the carrying of cooper- 
age and cooper stock. The petitioners 
insist that it is unjust to continue 
rates that discriminate against this 
and vicinity points for the benefit of 
one southern road. This is puttin 
the matter rather strong, for seve 
southern roads would doubtless be 
benefited by having Chicago trade 
barred out of Missouri river points. 
Winterbottom, the Joliet prison con-

It only re- 
mained for me to be satisfied that the 
question emanated from the source 
which the signature implied, and not 
from some one whom I might not care 
to answer, as, if I undertook to reply 
to all communications that might be 
addressed to me through the columns 
of this paper, and were anonymous, it 
would establish a method by which I 
might be called upon to do more in 
this direction than my time would ad- 
mit of. In this case I will do my best 
to give a correct estimate of how much 
more flour I have been able to make 
with the same amount of machinery 
with the short system. The change of

**Miller’’ Favors Us With a New Lot 
of His Ideas on This Subject. 


Editor Northwestern Miller: 

In reply to my remarks on this sub- 
ject in your issue of the 3d inst, I seem 
to be placed in a wrong tion on 
some —— You say my position in 
some features of that article is untena- 
ble. It seems to me it is your position 
which he the main, not only untena- 
ble, butillogical, not to say inconsistent. 
If, as you say, millers fall by the 
wayside for want of brains, to one 
that fails by reason of over-produc- 
tion, will not that want of brains fol- 
low them into. new ventures, and re- 
sult in further loss of —— If so, 
then have you no responsibility in the 
matter, as the most prominent milling 
paper in the- country, to urage 
such new ventures of incompetent 
people, as well as all new people of no 
experience in the business, who are 
being talked into building new mills, 
or overhauling and rebuilding roller 
mills built some years ago, and in 
which they made no success? It would 
seem to be begging the question to 
hold a neutral on, and rest satis- 
fied with the idea that you have not 
directly and openly advocated build- 
ing more mills. cause of com- 
plaint would exist if, side by side with 
the coulewr-de-rose view of here and 
there the latest mill built, all the causes 
leading to the exceptional success of 
such a mill were stated. The infer- 
ence would be obvious that many 
others could not make a financial suc- 
cess of the same mill. I think you are 
far too modest in comparing your in- 
fluence to that of a y crying ina 
tempest. You would not want the 
public to think your influence on any 
other subject so small. Why should 
it be relatively any less on this ques- 
tion than on any other? No one ex- 
pects you to turn missionary, but you 
are e ted to show up ina stro 
light the unfavorable conditions an 
tendencies of the trade, and the dan- 
ger attending any further increase of 
capacity and production. Whether 
your influence in the matter be much 
or little, “has nothing to do with the 
case.”” You can safely leave that to 
your large and intelligent constituency 
of millers, whose interests you are 
asked to serve. A logical sequence of 
_— tion would seem to be, that 

incompetent mill proprietors 
who by the wayside, do need pro- 
tection against the wiles of the glib- 
tongued ery drummer, who 
wants them to overhaul their roller 
mills, and rebuild or build a new mill, 
although he knows they never yet 
made a success in the business, an 
still further, that they must 
most cases borrow capital for 
the new en rise, with the chances 
ten to one any permanent suc- 
cess. I don’t put the machinery 
people in any such ca ry, and, by 
the way, I object decidedly to your in- 
timation that I place machinery peo- 
le and millfurnishers, as a in 
he position of being uncompro Zz 
foes to mill improvements. No man in 
the business is more favorably disposed 
than I am to real improvements, but I 
believe that they should now be con- 
fined to mills already built, and which 
are being run by people who have made 
some sort of success. You say it seems 
strange that men with money (what 
about those who build mostly on 
Sonnet reawtgare ty Loge into peer 
expenditures, e Oo you mean 
say that you are ignorant of the fact 
that hundreds have been talked into 
exactly that thing, and millions of 
capi sunk in the process? Theré 
was not one case in ten where there 
was a fair chance of success. Whether 
they win or lose, it overloads the flour 
markets and tends to paralyze the ef- 
forts of all millers. Not less than three 
prime factors are wanted in these 
times of close competition, to make 
even a moderate success of the manu- 
facture of flour, viz., a good mill (not 
necessarily a brand new mill); a good 
head miller, and good business man- 
agement, witha proprietor or manager

McBean Bros’. elevator at Morris, 
Minn., was burned May 31. It con- 
tained 13,000 bus of wheat and 1,600 
bus of oats. ‘Loss, $15,000. 

Hoffman & Stevens’ elevator at 
Meriden, Iil., took fire from locomo- 
tive sparks on Saturday and was de- 
stroyed. Loss, $2,000; insured. 

Christian & Co’s. warehouse at Bath-

Some 3,000 cars of wheat were re- 
ported to have been standing on tracks 
in Chicago or in the vicinity of that 
city at the close of last week, which 
could not be unloaded on account of 
the lack of storage room for the grain. 
To relieve the great pressure for stor- 
age, buildings which will accommo- 
date nearly 1,000,000 bu have been by 
the directors of the board of trade de- 
clared regular, and the Pacific system 
has shipped out nearly 2,000 bu of other 
grain to make room for arrivals over 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul road. But 
even these measures are far from ade- 
quate to meet the needs of the situa- 
tion. President Wright, of the board 
of trade, says that the railroads are 
entirely to blame for the blockade. 
Having assumed to furnish storage 
room, they had prevented competition 
and their agents controlled the storage 
of Chi . In the future, competition 
will be allowed in supplying elevators, 
and there will be no lack of storage for 
northwestern grain. On the other 
hand the warehouse men say the 
charges have declined’ so that there 
is no inducement to provide addi- 
tional room when there is a pros- 
pect that it may be wanted. It costs 
to build an elevator, and the prospect 
of receiving three-quarters of a cent a

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Some weeks ago something was said 
in these Notes about low yields and 
ow ont ag So =" — heard 
n regar suggestion, I am per- 
suaded that it has struck a popular 
chord. It was said that among the 
other great chan which were com- 
ing about in milling, changes which 
had a string tied to them, one end to 
the miller’s pocketbook and the other 
to a new machine or a new system, 
some one would come alon th the 
suggestion that a barrel of flour could 
be made of 4 bus 10 lbs, or 4 bus 15 Ibs 
of wheat. It makes little difference 
which, as far as the idea goes. The 
suggestion would be of a revolutionary 
character, and people would be startled 
by it. The suggestion would be that 
nearly everybody was taking more 
wheat than was necessary to make a 
barrel of flour. It would arouse the 
milling world, the conclusion would 
be reached that it was true, and in the 
end a great change would be wrought. 
* * 

For the most part the yield can be 
reduced very greatly without the pur- 
chase of new machinery or very large 
expenditures of money. Yields are 
high in most of our mills, not alone 
because they have not sufficient ma- 
chinery, but largely for the reason 
that they do not have a logical Stee 
of separations and reductions. Nearly 
every miller has —— machinery to 
do a t deal better than he is doing. 
Nearly every miller is weak in the 
matter of separations, and in the pro- 
portion of reduction machinery. All 
are trying to do. too much. early 
every mill is overworked. The miller 
who reduced the capacity of his mill 
from 200 to 100 bbls, showed a good 
deal of cou Very few would care 
to recommend a change of this kind. 
In this case it did not take much. cour- 
age to retain the 100 bblidea. Expe- 

ence showed that there was more 
money in it. It would take a good 
deal of courage to change back. 

* * 

Dull times in milling are often at- 
tributed to local causes. My experi- 
ence throughout Indiana leads me to 
see that most millers believe their 
troubles are mainly due to unrestrained 
competition. They have formed dis- 
trict organizations, in which each mill- 
er who joins says that he will not sell 
flour below a certain price, that he 
will give all his brother competitors a 
fair show. But these things never 
come out exactly as they are e ted 
to. Somebody understands that some- 
one else is selling flour for less than 
schedule price, and then he sells it for 
less. He does not wait to investigate. 
He is essentially weaker than the mar- 
ket. Then there are others who are 
not as honest as they are expected to 
be, and altogether there is a good deal 
of trouble. It is an old story which 
never had but one ending. e fact 
of the whole business is that we have 
four or five times as much milling ca- 
pacity as there need be. Millers at- 
tempt to get around it by forming 
organizations to protect themselves 
against one another. But there is 
nothing in it. When a miller finds 
that he has more flour than the market 
demands, he can find several ways to 
get outof a district o tion. Then 
some :~'_ gt w Aer not an ao 

an e cet organization 
presi ts . Where there are too many 
millers, and small, where the 
conditions are so various in matters 
which pertain to competition, there 
can not but be trouble. The miller 
who can make the cheapest flour, the 
one who uses the smallest quantity of 
wheat, who manufactures at the least 
cost, who has the smallest interest and 
insurance the one who has the 
most surplus capital, is the one who is 


going to do the business, It is nota 
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question of how honest the neighbor is, 
but one as to how well ee the 
individual is for making a low cost 
flour of good quality. A miller in such 
a position does not need a district or- 
ganization. If he did need it, he would 
not be benefited by it. I have not seen 
a district o ization which did not 


have an “if” in connection with it. 
* % 
There is no question before the mill- 


ers which is as important or deserving 
of as much attention as that which has 
to do with the cost of the flour. By 
cost is not meant alone the amount 
of wheat used, but eve — which 
has to do with the act cost of the 
flour when ready to market. The yield 
is the prime factor in the matter of 
cost, and can be studied from a me- 
chanical standpoint. It is calcu- 
lated on the basis of wheat as it 
comes to the mill—that is, un- 
cleaned wheat. None but those who 
have tried it are fully aware of the 
benefits in the way of reduction of 
yield which ma brought about 
through a care cleaning of the 
propecty OWaMgne tee Galak tim Sar 
properly equip ‘or doing - 
vortant work. Nearly every miller 
will say tLat it is important to have 
the wheat well cleaned. That has 
come to be a stereotyped phrase which 
makes no impression on the man who 
uses itand leaves none on the man 
who receives it. It is not seriously 
considered. About all that is neces- 
to prove this statement is to refer 
to the wheat. It may be well to in- 
uire into the cause of the general un- 
cleaned condition of the wheat as used 
in this country. In the first p 
there was a general neglect of wheat 
cleaning methods immediately after 
introducing gradual reduction. Farth- 
ermore, in the change from millstones 
to rolls, nearly all the mills increased 
their capacity, butfew madeany change 
whatever in their wheat cleaning ma- 
chinery. I know of more than one 
mill which doubled its capacity and did 
rave make a change in its ee 
ng machinery. appears urd. 
It was, to 7 the least, thoughtless. 
All of the talk and all“of the emphasis 
which has been directed to milling 
methods has excluded the wheat clean- 
ing idea. Little has been said about 
ual wheat cleaning, or the bene- 
ts to be derived therefrom.

It will cer- 
tainly do better at its minimum ca- 
pacity at_ the medium or maxi- 
mum. It will do better from a me- 
chanical standpoint. It frequently 
happens that millers clean all of the 
wheat they use during twenty-four 
hours in half of that time, or possibly 
one-third. This work is frequently 
done at night, though why I cannot 
say.

caused by bad harvests and low prices. 
The g wheat area has been en- 
- per ge from increase of Peyor 
migration and farm making west o: 
the Mississippi river in the districts 
traversed by the Northern Pacific rail- 
road. M of the increase is in Da- 
kota, which reports an increase of 24 
per cent. The total area of wheat is 
about 37,000,000 acres, a fraction of 1 
per cent more than the previous crop. 

In the condition of winter wheat 
there is no marked change, the aver- 
age being 84.9, a reduction of nine- 
tenths of one per cent. In 1886 the 
June average was 92.7. Reports of 
short straw are very numerous. In 
some districts there are indications 
that the yield of grain will be larger 
a. than of straw. If there 

no increase from this cause the yield 
must be less than an average. The 
harvest is already in ms up to 
the 38th degree of no latitude. 

The condition of y aio J wheat is 
good in Dakota and territories west- 
ward, but below Tt records in 
Wisconsin Lege conse owa and Ne- 
braska. The gene average is 87, 
which is 3 lower than in recent years. 
At harvesting last year the condition 
averaged 80. 

Dry weather in April has been injur- 
ious to winter wheat. Insects have 
committed greater depredations than 
usual. The central belt westward from 
Pennsylvania and Virginia has suf- 
fered local damage from the Hessian 
fly and the chinch bug has wrought 
injury in Illinois, Missouri and Kansas. 

An apparent enlargement of the bar- 
ley acreage of 3 per cent, is indicated. 
The increase is in Dakota, California, 
Oregon and the territories. Its condi- 
tion averages 97, being slightly above 
that of wheat. 

There is a continuance of oats cul- 
ture. The increase is 4 per cent. The 
increase is large in the northwest and 
there is a tendency to enlargement in 
all sections of the country.

There are always steam- 
ers to select from, but the PacificSteam 
Navigation Co.’s vessels will probably 
suit the American best. The first port 
is Santos, the great coffee market. The 
entrance to the bay is a miniature of 
Rio.

FROM A MEDICAL STANDPOINT.—I. 

As an introduction to a series of ar- 
ticles upon breadmaking and allied 
topics, a brief reference the early 
history of the baking, etc., may be of 
interest, The origin of baking, as of 
most arts of great importance, is in- 
volved in the obscurity of the early 
ages. Excavations conducted on the 
site of some of the numerous lake 
dwellings of Switzerland have resulted 
in the discovery of abundant evidence 
that b ing was practiced by our 
prehistoric ancestors as early as the 
stone period. The stones used in grind- 
ing meal and baking bread have been 
discovered, and large quantities of the 
bread have been found. The preserva- 
tion of these specimens of bread is due 
to their carbonization by the fires, 
which at this early period so frequently 
destroyed the dwellings of the people. 

At Robenhausen a loaf of bread was 
found, weighing 8 lbs, which would be 
equivalent to about 40 lbs of fresh 
bread. From Wangen also there are 
specimens of bread and cakes prepared 
from pounded corn, similar to those 
found at Robenhausen. In form these 
cakes are nearly round, and from an 
inch to an inch and a half in diameter. 
The dough used in their preparation 
was not made from m but from 
grains of corn slightly crushed. In 
some of the specimens the halves of 
the grains of barley can be plainly 
seen. The bottoms of these cakes were 
sometimes slightly hollowed and some- 
times fiat, showing that they were 
baked by being placed on hot stones 
and covered with glowing coals.

Every one 
has had an experience with this much 
to be pitied class of individuals. The 
fewer there are, the better for society 
in general. 
Bread should be the “staff of life.” 
Its extensive use, especially among the 
laboring —s renders it one of the 
most important elements in the do- 
mestic economy. y cooked meats, 
tries and vegetables may be en- 
ured to a ce extent, when there 
is good bread to supply the deficiency. 
But if the bread is ogre in quality, the 
health of the family can not possibly 
be maintained. The making of good 
bread is an art which should be thoi- 
oughly mastered by every housekeeper. 
This brings me to a consideration of 
the materials which may be and are 
used in its manufacture. Compared 
with wheat flour, other materials used 
for breadmaking are of little signifi- 
cance. The various pre tions of 
flour form the chief articles of food in 
all civilized countries, hence the culti- 
vation of wheat, which was one of the 
earliest developments of civilization, 
and the manufacture of flour, are nec- 
essarily industries of vast magnitude 
and importance. 
Rice comes next in importance, as 
this probably feeds as many, if not 


pe-| more individuals than its great rival, 


wheat. Oat meal, rye, maize or corn 
meal, and barley flour are used in va- 
rious parts of the United States. Corn 
is very rich in fat, but it contains more 
indigestible matter than any other 
grain, unless it be oats, and is far less 
nutritious than wheat. In southern 
Europe various es of millet are 
used, and buckwheat in Russia and 
Holland. 

In some portions of South America 
the inhabitants are 2 ay Pega er 
on cassava cakes, made from meal of 
the tapioca plant. With the exception 
of rye, none of these substances are 

in making vesiculated or fer- 
mented bread. The earliest well’ 
authenticated evidences of the use 
of wheat show it to have had a marked 
resemblance to the meal of the pres- 
ent pov. Bearing upon this and simi- 
ilar ts, the excavations conducted 
on the site of the lake dwellings in 
Switzerland are of great interest. 

Concerning the means used to pre- 
pare meal at these early periods, a 
word may be said. The earliest known 
form of crushing apparatus consisted 
of a round stone (usually a very hard 
sandstone) about the size of a man’s 
fist.

It would seem that they 
now must certainly be fully under- 
stood. We are therefore strongly in- 
clined to the belief that it is the whole 
art as it is now practiced which is at 
fault, and not the rolls alone. With 
this conviction strongly fixed in my 
own mind, at least, I suggest that 
itis not so much a question of long 
and short system, as it is of how the 
wheat shall be cleaned and tempered, 
and then how the bolting shall be 
done, and by what means. 

By reference to the history of mill- 
ing it will be seen that the best author- 
ities on the subject have made clean 
wheat a condition precedent to good 
results. With the peremptory demand 
for white flour which now prevails, 
nothing short of perfect cleaning of 
the wheat will enable the miller to 
meet this requirement. Then with the 
wheat sufficiently scoured, a necessity 
arises for a treatment by tempering, 
which will vent the bran, now worn 

from g cut up and run into 

the flour to make it specky. This sub- 
ject is not new to the millers of Colo- 
rado and the far west. There it has 
been, I think, sufficiently said and 
written to be remembe that the 
roller system was at first a failure, for 
want of a bolting system to go with it.
